REPORT. 

The  Governors,  at  the  General  Court  of  1817> 
holden  by  adjournment,  and  now  concluded,  on  the  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Bntli  of  Dr.  J  en  nek,  will,  they  flatter themselves, 
by  the  liberality  of  their  proceedings,  have  rendered  the  pre¬ 
sent  Anniversary  very  strikingly  memorable  in  the  history  of  the 
Society  and  of  Vaccination, 
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The  Governors,  at  the  General  Court,  have  voted,  this  day, 
the  Honorary  Diploma  of  their  Royal  Institution  to  distin¬ 
guished  Philanthropists,  in  every  country. 

It  will  be  exhibited,  with  pride,  in  the  palaces  of  those 
sovereigns,  whose  paternal  solicitude  for  the  welfare  of  their 
people,  has  rendered  them  the  patrons  of  the  life-preserving 
practice. 

The  apartments  of  the  advocates  of  Vaccination,  in  every 
land,  will  be  ornamented  with  the  exhibition  of  the  Society’s 
honourable  testimony  of  their  merit. 

The  distribution  of  the  Diploma  will  most  widely  and  per¬ 
manently  keep  up  the  remembrance  of  the  Great  Royal 
Establishment,  now  restored  to  more  than  its  pristine  splen¬ 
dour. — It  will  keep  up  the  remembrance  of  the  worthy  charac¬ 
ter,  whose  name  it  bears  in  the  Diploma,  having  been  voted 
on  the  Anniversary  of  the  day  which  gave  birth  to  this 
Benefactor  of  the  World — 

the  Birth-day  of  Doctor  Jenner. 

It  will  also  afford  a  display  of  goodness  and  condescension 
in  the  most  exalted  ranks  of  life,  with  a  uuion  of  talent  and 
of  merit,  hardly  to  be  equalled  in  any  other  association  in 
this,  or  in  any  other,  country. 

It  will  exhibit  a  very  happy  verification  of  the  vatic  de¬ 
claration  of  Isaiah,  on  the  pious  and  parental  solicitude  of 
sovereigns  towards  their  people  : 

Kings  shall  be  thy  nursing  fathers,  and  their  Queens  thy 
“  nursing  mothers.” — Isaiah ,  c.  xlix.  v.  23. 

The  Managers  of  the  Royal  Jennerian  Society  have  high 
gratification  in  the  success  they  have  experienced  in  promo¬ 
ting  the  cause  of  Vaccination,  since  the  resuscitation,  in  1813, 
of  the  great  Royal  Institution,  and  in  the  sanction  they  con¬ 
tinue  to  obtain  from  the  liberality  of  a  generous  public.

It  appears  that  the  cases  of  vaccination  of  the  Society,  in  the 
metropolis,  amount  to  28,012. 
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The  returns  of  the  numbers  inoculated,  which  have  been 
made  to  the  Society  from  co-operators  iu  the  cause  of  Vac¬ 
cination,  in  different  parts  of  the  empire,  amount  to  upwards 

of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand. 

* 

The  reports  addressed  to  ihe  Society,  from  other  countries, 
show  that  the  life  preserving  cause  of  Vaccination  is  now  ex¬ 
tended  to  every  land.  The  simple  Indians  in  their  forests, 
theMussulmaus,  with  all  their  prejudices,  and  the  Heathens 
with  ;iil  their  superstitious  antipathies,  learn  to  appreciate  and 
adopt  the  practice  which  saves  them  from  sufferings  atid 
death. 

Yet,  in  the  metropolis  of  the  British  empire,  even,  much  still 
remains  to  be  done.  Notwithstanding  the  efforts  t»f  all  the 
Public  Institutions  for  the  suppression  of  Small  pox,  and, 
although  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  has  visited  with  impri¬ 
sonments,  of  three  and  of  six  months,  delinquents  who  have 
caused  exposure  of  patients  under  that  disease,  in  violation  of 
the  laws  against  spreading  contagion,  653  persons  were  de¬ 
stroyed,  during  the  last  year,  within  the  hills  of  mortality.— 
On  the  other  hand,  it  appears  that  28,410  persons  were  saved 
from  suffering  Small-pox,  at  the  Public  Institutions;  besides 
the  innumerable  thousands  who  had  the  Cow-pox  at  their 
own  houses. 

Let  it  not  then  be  considered  a  useless  remuneration  to  the 
individual  who  had  the  happiness  to  bring  forward  the  great 
proph\ lactic  to  a  suffering  world,  that  he  received  </ 3C,00Q 
from  the  Public  Treasury.  The  British  House  of  Commons, 
in  granting  of 30,000  to  Dr.  Jenner,  and  the  whole  Royal 
Family  yielding  their  Patronage  to  this  Society,  gave  a  sanc¬ 
tion  to  ihe  happy  practice,  which  has  had  its  influence  on  the 
remotest  shores.  Vaccination  is  now  spread  through  every 
climate  in  the  world. 

The  great  importance  of  affording  to  Practitioners,  at  a 
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distance  from  the  Metropolis,  the  opportunity  of  an  imme«- 
diate  and  constant  supply  of  Vaccine  Ichor,  is  strikingly 
apparent,  from  their  inability  to  keep  up  such  a  regular 
succession  of  Patients,  as  would,  at  all  times,  furnish  them 
with  it;  and  this  Society,  by  the  numbers  continually  vacci¬ 
nated  by  it,  is  always  enabled,  at  once,  to  supply  the 
applicants  with  the  matter  of  Inoculation  in  the  most  active 
state  The  urgent  daily  applications,  from  places  where  the 
Small-pox  are  not  yet  extinct,  and  the  numerous  testimonies, 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  of  the  efficacy  of  the  matter 
supplied,  afford  the  best  possible  proof  of  the  great  utility  of 
the  society,  and  the  loss  that  the  state  would  suffer,  if  it 
should  cease  to  obtain  that  liberal  support,  on  which  alone 
it  has  always  rested — the  support  of  the  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  of  an  enlightened  and  generous  public.

The  Managers  have  to  lament  the  loss,  by  death,  of  some 
of  their  eminent  colleagues,  and  take  the  liberty  of  bringing 
forward,  to  the  notice  of  the  Governors,  the  records  they  have 
made,  in  their  proceedings,  respecting  these  worthy  characters. 

Thursday,  March  6th,  1817. — (  The  Director  informed  the 
Board,  that  our  respectable  and  ancient  colleague.  Dr.  Squire, 
who  had  last  filled  the  Chair,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1814, 
and,  at  a  subsequent  Meeting  of  the  Managers,  been  obliged  to 
relinquish  it,  as  recorded  in  the  proceedings  of  June  2d,  of  the 
same  year,  had  departed  this  life.  The  Doctor,  always  alive 
to  the  interests  of  humanity,  was,  with  our  worthy  colleague, 
Mr.  Chamberlaine,  the  joint  founder  of  the  Society  for  the  Re¬ 
lief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Medical  Men;  and  a  liberal 
supporter,  by  sacrifices  both  of  his  time  and  property.,  of  differ¬ 
ent  charitable  Institutions  for  the  promotion  of  Vaccination, — 
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He  was  one  of  the  only  surviving  three  Licentiates  in  Mid¬ 
wifery,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians.  When  he  had 
generally  relinquished  practice,  in  his  declining  years,  he  was 
still  called  in  by  the  younger  members  of  the  profession,  ill 
difficult  cases;  and  it  forms  a  remarkable  incident  in  the  bio¬ 
graphy  of  this  excellent  man,  that  while,  by  his  skill  and  expe¬ 
rience,  he  was  thus  occasionally  enabled  to  afford  seasonable 
assistance  and  relief,  in  one  of  the  most  anxious  concerns  of 
domestic  life,  at  the  moment  of  the  fufilment  of  such  a  duty, 
he  quitted  all  sublunary  scenes,  sinking  into  death  with  scarce¬ 
ly  a  struggle,  in  the  bedchamber  of  his  patient/ 

The  Managers  have  also  to  lament  the  loss,  by  death,  of 
two  of  their  most  eminent  colleagues,  Vice-Presidents,  Tho¬ 
mas  Bradley,  M.D.  and  Joseph  Fox,  Surgeon,  both  early 
supporters  of  the  cause  of  Vaccination,  and  principal  founders 
of  this  Society.  Doctor  Bradley’s  announcement,  and  fine 
and  candid  introduction  of  the  subject  of  Vaccination  to  the 
world,  forming  the  very  first  article  in  his  Medical  and  Phy¬ 
sical  Journal,  with  his  unwavering  zeal  in  support  of  it,  when, 
by  the  test  of  experience,  its  efficacy  was  established,  remain 
recorded  in  that  extensively  popular  professional  work.  His 
valuable  services,  in  the  first  formation,  and,  afterwards,  in  the 
resuscitation  of  this  Society,  remain  recorded  in  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Institution. 

With  the  name  of  Joseph  Fox  are  naturally  associated,  in 
the  minds  of  all  who  knew  him,  the  best  affections  of  the 
human  heart.  This,  our  lamented  colleague,  was  the  Gen-

tleman,  of  whom  such  honourable  testimony  was  borne,  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  by  Mr.  Brougham,  on  the  subject  of 
the  Education  of  the  Poor.  When,  in  1803,  on  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  Medical  Council,  the  Board  of  Directors  voted 
him  a  piece  of  plate,  30  guineas  value,  with  an  inscription,  to 
mark  the  sense  of  his  services  to  the  Society,  he  would  not 
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consent  to  the  burthening  of  the  finances  with  the  expense, 
and  could  only  be  prevailed  on  to  accept  a  silver  medal,  on 
which  were  engraven  the  following  inscriptions. 

“  ROYAL  JENNERIAN  SOCIETY,  FOR  THE  EXTERMINATION  OF 
THE  SMALL  POX,  INSTITUTED  JANUARY,  ISOS.*’ 

“  Impressed  with  a  high  sense  of  the  advantage  derived  by  this 
Society,  from  the  active  exertions  of  Mr.  Joseph  Fox,  in  the 
able  and  assiduous  discharge  of  the  various  and  important  duties 
annexed  to  the  office  of  Secretary,  which,  during  its  formation 
and  establishment,  he  has  voluntarily  performed,  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  Medical  Council  request  his  acceptance  of  this 
Medal,  as  a  Testimony,  however  inadequate  to  his  merit,  of  their 
esteem,  approbation,  and  gratitude.  June,  1803.” 

In  addition  to  the  honourable  mention  of  him,  from  time 
to  time,  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Institution,  we  will  avail 
ourselves  of  the  just  eulogium  of  him,  published  by  the  British 
and  Foreign  School  Society,  of  which  he  was  the  active  and 
Honourary  Secretary,  as  he  was  of  this  Institution,  on  its  first 
formation,  and  insert  the  honourable  testimony  of  him  on  our 
minutes. 

Report,  May  1816.— c  It  becomes  the  painful  duty  of  your 
Committee,  to  begin  their  Report  of  the  general  transactions  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society,  during  the  past  year, 
and  of  the  occurrences  which  promoted  or  impeded  the  success 
of  its  labours  during  the  same  period,  by  informing  you  of  the 
great  loss  which  this  Institution  has  sustained,  by  the  death  of 
its  invaluable  Secretary,  Joseph  Fox,  Esq.  This  event,  which 
took  place  on  the  11th  of  April,  has  deprived  the  cause  of  uni¬ 
versal  education  of  one  of  its  warmest  and  most  strenuous  advo¬ 
cates,  and  the  Society  of  one  of  its  zealous  and  indefatigable 
Members.  Ever  since  the  year  1808,  when  Mr.  Fox,  with  a 
generosity  and  pious  confidence,  to  which  few  parallels  will 
be  found  in  the  history  of  philanthropy,  rescued  this  Institution 
and  the  valuable  sysiem  w hich  it  is  intended  to  propagate,  from 
impending  ruin,  by  advancing  a  considerable  sum  of  money, 
and  also  becoming  responsible  for  the  extensive  engagements 
into  which  the  founder  had  entered,  and  which  he  was  incapa¬ 
ble  of  discharging,  he  has,  with  a  cheerful  sacrifice  of  his  time, 
his  talents,  aud  his  property,  and  often,  under  the  most  dis¬ 
couraging  circumstances,  and  in  opposition  to  the  most  power-

fill  obstacles,  fulfilled  the  laborious  duties  of  Secretary,  undis¬ 
mayed  by  the  complicated  difficulties  with  which  this  cause 
has  had  to  struggle  ;  and  deriving  a  confident  hope  of  its  final 
success,  from  his  firm  conviction  of  its  intrinsic  excellence, 
he,  with  equal  assiduity  and  disinterestedness,  became  its  pub¬ 
lic  champion  and  its  unassuming  servant.  Nor  did  his  ardour 
abate  towards  the  painful  close  of  his  useful  life  :  almost  th& 
last  efforts  of  a  constitution,  apparently  impaired  by  too  long 
continued  exertions  in  his  labours  for  this  Society,  were  devoted 
to  its  service.  He  felt  that  his  day's  work  was  accomplished, 
and  was  enabled  to  look  forward  towards  approaching  dissolu¬ 
tion  with  Christian  serenity.  The  review  of  his  labours  in 
this  great  cause,  afforded  him  solid  satisfaction  and  peace  ;  and 
he  expressed  thankfulness  that  he  had  been  permitted  to  live 
to  see  t  he  work  in  a  fair  way  to  be  permanently  established. 
Your  Committee,  though  deeply  sensible  of  the  chasm  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  death  of  their  highly  respected  friend  and 
fellow-labourer,  yet  feel  themselves  powerfully  encouraged, 
by  his  example,  to  persevere  in  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  an 
object,  the  pursuit  of  which  has  rendered  the  life  of  your  late 
Secretary  so  eminently  and  lastingly  useful,  not  to  his  country 
only,  but  to  the  whole  of  the  world  ;  and  they  also  confidently 
trust,  that  the  result  of  their  labours,  during  the  last  ten  years, 
will  insure  to  them  your  approbation  and  future  support/ 

The  Governors,  in  the  second  edition  of  the  Society's 
Pamphlet,  18 1 6,  have,  in  the  History  of  the  Institution,  seen 
the  occasion  of  its  long  suspension,  and  the  cause  of  its 
resuscitation.  To  attempt  to  redeem  the  pledge,  (rather  too 
confidently  at  first  proposed)  the  extermination  of  the  Small- 
Pox,  is  professedly  the  grand  object  of  the  renewal  of  its 
labours;  and  for  the  accomplishment  of  so  pious  a  purpose, 
support  will,  doubtless,  be  afforded  by  a  humane  and  gene¬ 
rous  Public. 

There  is  a  pledge  of  inferior  import  to  be  redeemed,  but 
which  it  belongs  to  the  high  character  of  the  Society  not  to 
lose  sight  of.  Expectations  were  given,  at  an  early  period 
of  the  Institution,  that  the  services  and  the  zeal  of  Philan¬ 
thropists  in  every  country,  advocates  of  Vaccination,  should 
be  recognized  by  the  Great  Royal  Establishment,  that  they 
should  be  received  into  the  Society,  as  Honorary  Members. 
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It  forms  a  part,  not  uninteresting,  of  this  Annual  Report, 
that  the  Honorary  Diploma  has  been  awarded  to  meritorious 
character,  more  particularly  the  early  supporters  of  the 
great  cause,  with  a  liberal  munificence.  It  will  necessarily 
happen  that,  as  m  the  lapse  of  time,  which  has  passed  away 
6ince  the  fir>t  formation  of  the  Society,  many  of  its  most 
active  Members  have  paid  the  debt  of  nature,  that  the  flat¬ 
tering  distinction,  voted  at  the  Annual  Couit,  will  fail  to 
reach  some  of  the  Honoured  Individuals. 

If  s<  nne  of  these  have  alieady  departed  this  life  ;  if  others, 
verging  towards  the  grave,  are  removed  from  the  stage  of 
time,  ere  the  intended  honour  reach  the  present  place  of  their 
habitation,  the  surviving  relatives  or  friends  w  ill,  no  doubt, 
gratefully  receive  the  testimonial  of  the  merits  of  the  departed, 
whose  remembrance  may  thus  be  cherished  by  recollections 
not  unpleasing  to  them. 

“  Only/*  says  the  fine  old  English  Ballad, 

“  Oniy  the  actions  of  the  just 

t(  Smell  sweet,  and  blossom  in  the  dust/* 

The  testimony  of  the  deceased  having  early  contributed 
to  the  furtherance  of  a  cause,  in  which  the  world  at  large  now 
feels  so  great  an  interest,  may  afford,  to  surviving  friends, 
the  lesson  of,  Go  and  do  thou  likewise,” — in  every  con¬ 
cern  which  affords  us  the  opportunity  of  lessening  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  our  fellow -creatures.

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Reception  of  Vaccination  by  the  Five  Nations. 

Dr.  Jeuner’s  Treatise  on  Vaccination  was  delivered  to  tl\e 
Council  of  the  Five  Nations,  by  Mr.  Claus,  with  the  following* 
address  ;  and,  in  return,  the  council  presented  him  with  the  letter 
which  follows,  accompanied  with  the  Wampum  Belt,  the  usual 
token  of  friendship  with  this  people,  which  are  now  in  Dr.  Jenner’s 
possession. 

Speech  of  William  Claus,  Esq.  Deputy  Superintendent -General 
of  Indian  Affairs,  to  the  Five  Nations,  assembled  in  council  at 
Forte  George,  in  Upper  Canada,  8th  November,  1807. 

Brothers  of  the  Five  Nations, — Early  in  May  last,  his  Excel¬ 
lency  Lieutenant-Governor  Gore  took  every  possible  means  to 
introduce  the  vaccine  inoculation  among  your  tribes,  but,  owing 
to  your  people  being  then  out  on  their  hunt,  it  did  not  take  place. 

When,  on  public  business  here,  about  a  month  after,  I  spoke  to 
you  again,  and  strongly  recommended  to  your  serious  considera¬ 
tion,  the  introducing  among  your  people  this  valuable  discovery, 
the  want  of  which  you  soon  afterwards  felt  very  severely,  in  the 
loss  of  one  of  your  chiefs,  Oughguaghga  John. 

Brothers, —  I  have  now  the  great  satisfaction  te  deliver  you  a 
book,  sent  to  you  from  England  by  that  great  man.  Dr.  Jenner, 
whom  God  enabled  to  discover  so  great  a  blessing  to  mankind; 
it  explains  fully  all  the  advantages  derived  from  so  great  a 
discovery. 

I,  therefore,  brothers,  at  his  request  and  in  his  name,  present 
this  book  to  the  Five  Nations,  as  a  token  of  his  regard  for  you 
and  your  rising  generation,  by  which  many  valuable  lives  may  be 
preserved  from  that  most  dreadful  pestilence,  the  Small-pox.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  VACCINATION. 

From  the  different  modes  of  applying  the  lancet  in  Inoculation,  some 
little  varieties  in  the  appearance  of  the  pock,  arid  some  little  difference  in 
the  time  of  the  appearances,  are  produced. 

If  the  Inoculation  be  effected  by  an  extremely  slight,  superficial  punc¬ 
ture,  a  small  red  spot  is  produced,  which,  for  three  or  four  days,  will  only 
have  the  appearance  of  the  bite  of  some  small  insect.  At  the  end  of  a 
week,  there  will  generally  be  only  the  appearance  of  a  small  vesicle  •  and 
the  pock  will  be  a  day  or  two  later  than  usual  in  the  exhibition  of  all  it’s 
different  appearances. 

The  pock,  through  all  its  stages,  will  preserve  a  circular  form,  spherical 
or  orbicular  in  the  beginning}  but,  as  it  acquires  its  full  dimensions,  be¬ 
coming  flattened,  and  even  hollow  or  depressed,  on  its  summit.  At  this 
period  the  pock,  at  its  circnmferenee,  is  generally  considerably  elevated  ; 
sometimes,  even,  in  a  small  degree  overhanging  its  basis.  But  it  some¬ 
times  happens,  that,  under  the  characteristic  inflammation,  the  tumefied, 
indurated  part  surrounding  the  pock,  is  almost,  or  altogether,  as  much 
elevated  as  the  margin  of  the  pock,  which  then  resembles  a  circular  plane 
or  depression,  on  the  elevated,  inflamed,  indurated  areola. 

If,  on  application  of  the  lancet,  any  considerable  incision  be  made,  the 
pock,  in  its  circumference,  puts  on  a  shape  corresponding  with  the  form  of 
the  surface  of  the  cutis,  which  had  been  denuded,  or  had  the  cuticle  sepa¬ 
rated  from  it  in  the  inoculation 

In  the  central  part  of  the  pock  a  slight  ulceration  and  formation  of  pus 
takes  place;  so  that  the  continuity  of  cells,  which  constitutes  the  structure 
of  the  pock,  instead  of  forming  a  spheroidal  congeries,  takes  on  an  annu¬ 
lar  form,  surrounding  the  drop,  and  sometimes  more  deeply-seated  mass, 
of  pus  in  the  centre,  produced  by  the  wound  from  the  lancet,  at  the  time 
of  the  inoculation. 

Round  the  pock  there  is,  from  an  early  period,  a  slight  appearance  of 
inflammation,  which,  on  the  circulation  being  quickened,  exhibits  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  throbbing,  synchronous  with  the  pulsations  of  the  arteries 
producing  it;  but  which  is  unaccompanied  with  pain  :  and,  when  about  the 
tenth  day  of  the  inoculation,  the  disease  is  at  its  height,  this  efflorescence., 
or  erythematous  inflammation,  forms  a  distinct  kind  of  halo,  or  areola, 
which,  in  Europeans,  is  of  a  red  or  crimson  tint;  but  which,  in  Black* 
and  people  of  colour,  is  simply  of  a  darker  hue  than  their  own  complexions. 

This  characteristic  induration,  which  is  always  accompanied  with  a  de¬ 
gree  of  specific  fever,  seems  the  most  infallible  criterion  of  the  vaccination 
being  complete,  as  it  takes  place  whether  the  pock  have  been  preserved 
whole,  or  have  been  ruptured  during  it’s  progress;  and  though,  after  its 
passing  away,  the  pock  is  generally  converted  into  a  firm,  peculiar  kind  of 
crust  or  scab,  of  a  dark  brown  colour,  the  changes  of  the  pock  beginning 
at  its  centre;  yet, 

- it  sometimes  happens,  from  the  matter  of  the  pock  having  been 

freely  discharged,  that  the  charecteriiitic  crust  is  of  a  diminished  3ize.,  and 
of  a  colour  less  intensely  dark  ; 
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-  ■  ■  —  —  it  sometimes  happens  that,  from  violence  done  to  the  poclc,  thi* 
crust  is  altogether  prevented,  and  ulceration  takes  place; 

- it  sometimes  happens,  when  the  vaccine  effect  has  passed  away, 

(the  areola  disappeared,)  that  the  pock,  instead  of  drying  and  hardening 
into  any  thing  like  the  peculiar  crust  or  scab,  has  the  character  of  some 
previously  existing  eruption  determined  to  the  part,  and  becomes  unfirm, 
or  of  loose  texture,  light-coloured  and  of  irregular  form,  like  a  portion  of 
concreted  pus,  whereby  the  previous  eruption  is  often  carried  off.  By  a 
discharge  from  the  part  at  such  a  time,  other  complaints  are  sometimes 
removed,  as  the  excessive  intolerance  of  light  with  which  weak-eyed 
children  are  tormented,  discharges  from  the  ears,  Sic. 

Under  all  these  different  appearances,  the  characteristic  inflammation 
having  previously  had  place,  the  protection  is  complete. — J.  W.

“  In  some  of  the  darker-complexioned  Asiaticks,  the  areola  is  not  so  ob¬ 
vious  to  the  eye  as  in  European  patients,  on  account  of  the  different  opa¬ 
city  of  the  rete  mucosum  of  the  skin  ;  but  the  hand  applied  to  the  circum- 
feranCe  of  the  vesicle,  readily  discovers  the  firm  hardness  in  them  as  well 
as  in  Europeans.”— Anderson,  Madras. 

EXTRANEOUS  ERUPTIONS  NOT  PRODUCIBLE. 

Can  extraneous  humours  he  inoculated  together  with  the  Cow  Pock  ?  No  :  non 
yet  with  the  Small  Pox.  By  the  violence  of  the  latter  disease ,  the  constitution 
may  be  so  injured ,  that  latent  tendencies  ( technically ,  predisposing  causes )  may 
be  aggravated ,  and  the  patient  thus  become  a  victim  to  disease,  which ,  without  the 
previous  shock  of  small-pox,  he  might  have  altogether  escaped.  Vaccination  and 
Variolation  are  works  so  distinct ,  that,  begun ,  carried  on,  and  completed  in  the 
constitution,  they  admit  not  any  other  disease  to  mingle  with  them  They  can 
only  shew  themselves  near  relatives  to  each  other.  While  they  uniformly  arrest , 
during  their  presence ,  other  diseases,  as  scarlatina ,  measles ,  S$c.  they  exist  some-, 
times  and  go  on  together,  each  diminishing  the  effect  of  its  sister  disease.  From 
such  subject,  the  inoculator  can  take  matter  by  applying  his  lancet  to  the  one  or 
the  other  pock,  and  this  will  produce  only  the  one  distinct  disease  which  he  makes .
